founder and outstanding psychic, he 
provided a "bridge between science 
and religion and a bridge from blind 
faith to dynamic fact." 

Beautiful Memorial Services in Miami 
were led by the Revs. T.N. Tiemeyer, 
Harlan Musser and Wm. V. Rauscher. 
Services were also held in Sarasota 
where Arthur was scheduled to speak 
and in Joliet, Illinois.

Arthur Ford's work as pathfinder, 
frontiersman and pace-setter will 
continue to guide thousands of new 
seekers for spiritual awareness 
through the members and friends of 
SFF.

THE REV. ARTHUR FORD 



The one and only Arthur Ford has 
moved into the Greater World. He who 
for so many years brought such 
convincing evidence to so many people 
concerning life after death has him¬ 
self stepped over to the Other Side. 

On the early morning of January 4 
his body died, and his spirit went on. 

For more than fifty years Arthur Ford 
was one of the great mediums of the 
world. Internationally recognized for 
his spiritual gifts, this Disciples of 
Christ minister became especially 
prominent in England in the 1920's 
when he was a friend of Sir Oliver 
Lodge and Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. 

From the time of my first sitting with 
Arthur Ford eighteen years ago I was 
impressed by the remarkable veridical 
quality of his mediumship. In the 
early 1950's we discussed the possi¬ 
bility of forming a group of church¬ 
men to help deepen the interest in 
frontiers of the Spirit. By early 
1956 a meeting had been called for 
this purpose at the Hyde Park Metho¬ 
dist Church in Chicago, where I was 
Pastor, and Spiritual Frontiers 
Fellowship was formed. Through all 
of the subsequent years Arthur's 
great love was Spiritual Frontiers!
